Two letters had been received from the Clerk of the 
Trustees of the Chester Charity, Mr.L.A.Kerry. 
The first letter dated 1lth.Dec.1976, acknowledged 
receipt of the copies of correspondence received from 
the Parish Council, and informed the Council that the 
Trustees are writing to the Charity Commissioners. 
They feel that the terms of the William Chester Will 
are not being implemented. The letter also informed 
the Council that a cheque for £53.3) had been forwarded 
to Mr.Lewis, Clerk of the Prestwold Parochial Charities, 
| with the request that this money was for distribution 
to the Poor of Burton. 
The second letter dated 22nd.Dec.1976, informed the 
Council of the resignation of Mr.C.A.E.Lewis as Clerk 
to the Prestwold Parochial Charities, and Trustee to 
the William Chester Charity. The letter also stated 
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that the resignation of Mr.Lewis now made the way clear 
for the Parish Council to appoint a representative from 
Burton to act as Trustee on the Body of Trustees for the 


William Chester Charity. 


After some discussion, Mr.Betts offered to undertake the 
duties of this office, and to attend any meetings which 
may be called by the Clerk of the Trustees. Mr.Betts 
offer was gratefully accepted by the meeting. 

The Council had. also been informed that Mr.P.W.Sykes, 
Headmaster, Burton Primary School had been appointed 
Clerk to the Prestwold Parochial Charities, following 
the resignation of Mr.Lewis.

Mud _ on Road, Back Lane, Cotes. 


Mr.Sleath reported that a large quantity of mud had been 
deposited on the road in Back Lane, Cotes, by 
agricultural vehicles belonging to Mr.Simon Packe-—Drury- 
Lowe. 

Mr.Sleath also reported that the Back Lane was never swept 
by the mechanical road sweepers, or gritted during frosty 
weather. The crews of these vehicles had stated that 
they were unable to turn the vehicles round in Back Lane, 
(the lane being a Cul-de-sac). 

There was however, a large gateway and entrance to a 

farm in the lane where the vehicles would be able to turn. 
The Clerk was asked to convey these complaints to the 
District Surveyor. 

Mr.Sleath also reported on the grassed triangular area 

at the entrance to Back Lane, this was badly cut up by 
vehicles visiting the nearby agricultural building. 
Mr.Sleath asked if it was possible for this area to be 
levelled and surfaced, and a small island and traffic 
bollard erected. 

It was agreed to ask the views of the District Surveyor 
concerning this.

Barton Transport Ltd. Fare charges, Burton to Lou borough. 


Replying to the letter sent from the previous meeting, 
Barton Transport Ltd. had stated that the fare between | 
Burton and Loughborough on their service from Melton | 
Mowbray to Loughborough, is governed by the fare | 
| 


charged by the Trent Motor Traction Company, who have 


the majority of the service on that section of the 
route. 
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Barton Transport have only the one fare stage at Burton, 
put Trent have intermediate fares for Prestwold and Cotes. 
Barton Transport however, are approaching Trent to 
ascertain their views on Barton introducing corresponding 
intermediate fares, such fares, if agreed upon will be 
co-ordinated with those currently charged by Trent. 


Council Houses, Nos. 2,l5,6,8, Seymour Road. 


A letter from the Chief Housing Officer, Borough of 
Charnwood, stated that, due to the severe financial 
restrictions imposed upon the Borough, it will not be 
possible to provide handrails on the steps leading up to 


these houses for some time. 


The Clerk was asked to reply to this letter, expressing 
the Council's dismay in the delay in providing the 
handrails, and pointing out that the absence of handrails 
on the steps is contrary to the Health and Safety Act.

The Chairman reported that the joint Parish Council 
had precepted for a total of £1600 for General Expenses 


‘for the coming year, which resulted in a rate levy ~" 


almost identical to last year (1.3 P). 

Referring to grants made to the Memorial Village Hall 
Committee for financial aid towards improvements, the 
Chairman emphasized that the Memorial Hall is managed 
entirely by the Management Committee. The Parish 
Council is not allowed to spend money on the running 
of the Hall, but can make grants for a specific 
purposey if they consider it appropriate. For example 
they felt able to make the recent grant towards the 
improvement of the toilet facilities. 

The Chairman referred to the footpath recently 
constructed alongside the Loughborough Road, and asked 
parents to encourage their children to use this, and . 
cross further up the Loughborough Road in order to 
avoid the dangerous crossing at the village centre. 


The Chairman informed the meeting of the correspondence 
which had passed between the Parish Council, the 
Charity Commission, and the Trustees of the William 
Chester Charity. It was now confirmed that the money 
received from the Chester Charity by the Prestwold 
Parochial Charities is for the benefit of the Poor of 
the Parish of Burton only.

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. The Chairman reported on the negotiations taking place 


between the Parish Council, the Borough of Charnwood, and 
the Property Services Agency. The Ministry Land beyond 
the Ex ReA.F. Married Quarters, and adjoining the Village 
Playing Field was now surplus to Ministry of Defence 
requirements, and the Parish Council had been given the 
opportunity to purchase it. The negotiations are still 
proceeding with the help of the Borough of Charnwood and 
the District Valuer. , 


In conclusion, the Chairman informed the meeting that 
Mr.Branston is retiring from the office of County Council 
Representative for the district, and on behalf of the 
Parish Council and the Parish Meeting, thanked him for 
his help and support during his sixteen years of office. 


Councillor Branston thanked the Chairman for his kind 
remarks, and referred to the improvements which had been 
carried out during his term of office, including the 
Street Lighting in the village. 

Councillor Branston also mentioned the existence of a 
Charity at Barrow-upon-Soar known as the Joseph Clarke 
Charity, which provided grants to enable Students and 
Apprentices to purchase reference books. 

The firm of Solicitors concerned with this Charity is, 
Messrs. Ironsides, 5, Bowling Green Street, Leicester. 
Councillor Branston said that it was with regret he had 
to report an increase again in the County Rate for the 
coming yeare He went on to explain that there were two 
services which the County Council considered should not 
be curtailed, namely, the Social Service and Education. 


Councillor Searlett referred to the Ministry Land off 


. Barrow Road, and reported that the County Council no 


longer wished to purchase this land. The Charnwood 
Borough and the Parish Council therefore are now able to 
jointly negotiate with the Property Services Agency for 
the purchase. 

Speaking on bus fares in the district, Councillor 
Scarlett stated that. both the Parishes and the Charnwood 
Borough had been represented at the Traffic Commissioner's 
Hearings. The County Council are currently re-assessing 
the routes, which is made all the more complicated by 
two bus companies being involved. The ‘bus companies 

are still being pressed for concessionary fares. 
Councillor Scarlett reported that Hawker Siddeley were 
proposing to increase the use of their existing site at 


| 
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the Cliff Works. The Borough were anxious that any 
future development should be contained within the 
existing boundaries, and were also aware that any 
further increase in the number of employees could 
lead to traffic problems in the Parish. 

Efforts are being made to bring forward the Local 
Plan for Burton, Councillor Scarlett stated that it 
was essential that this should be done before any 
firm committments are made concerning these works. 
Referring to the improved drainage scheme for 
Melton Road - Brook Street, Councillor Scarlett 
stated that unfortunately this will not be carried 
out this year, as the estimated cost exceeded the 
amount for minor works, and was also subject to 
Government restrictions. Similarly, the new main 
sewer for Barrow Road had had to be postponed. 


The Springfield Close sewer however had now been 


adopted by the Severn -Trent Water Board through 
the agency of the Borough of Charnwood. 

In conclusion, Councillor Scarlett stated that there 
would be no increase in the Charnwood Borough Rate, 
and the Severn --Trent Water Authority Rate for the 
coming year. The Borough rate has now been constant 
for three years. 


The Chairman read the correspondence which had been 
received from the Borough of Charnwood concerning
